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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 

additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Roland E. Long Jr. on December 8, 2003. 
The application has been amended as follows: 

(Claim 1 Currently Amended). A plasma display panel comprising: a first substrate 
having a plurality of electrode pairs covered by a dielectric layer, at least one of 
electrodes constituting each said electrode pair being separated in a thickness direction of 
said dielectric layer to form a lower electrode and an upper electrode, said lower and 
upper electrodes having a connecting wire to make each of said lower and upper 
electrodes pair equipotential; a second substrate arranged in an opposing relation to said 
first substrate with a gap; and discharge gas filling said gap between said first substrate 
and said second substrate. 



(Claim 1 1 Currently Amended). A plasma display panel as claimed in claim 1, 
further comprising a lower resistance wiring which extends externally to internally for 
leading said upper electrode together with said lower electrode. 
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(Claim 21 Currently Amended). A plasma display panel comprising: a lower 
electrode pair connecting a first substrate; a first dielectric layer covering at least a 
portion of the lower electrode pair and contacting at least a portion of the first substrate; 
an upper electrode pair contacting an upper part of the first dielectric layer and being 
separated in a thickness direction of the first dielectric layer from the lower electrode 
pair; the lower and upper electrode pairs having a connecting wiring to make each of said 
lower and upper electrode pair equipotential; a second substrate arranged in an opposing 
relation to the first substrate with a gap; and discharge gas filing the gap between the first 
substrate and the second substrate. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2 . Claims 1-16 and 2 1 -24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art of record 
fails to show or teach a plasma display panel comprising: a first substrate having a 
plurality of electrode pairs covered by a dielectric layer, at least one of electrodes 
constituting each said electrode pair being separated in a thickness direction of said 
dielectric layer to form a lower electrode and an upper electrode, said lower and upper 
electrodes having a connecting wire to make each of said lower and upper electrodes pair 
equipotential; a second substrate arranged in an opposing relation to said first substrate 
with a gap; and discharge gas filling said gap between said first substrate and said second 
substrate. 
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The prior art of record teaches a plasma display with first and second pairs of 
electrodes connected by a wire to make each of the pair electrodes equipotential in order 
to improve light emitting efficiency and a reduction of power consumption.
